AMERICA’S CIVILIAN ARMY. 

iuefore the war began the United 
Stutes Government employed approx- 
imately 600,000 persons in the civil 
branch. After Uncie Sam cast his lot 
definitely with the Allies the great 
army of workers behind the fighting 
foices grew by tens of thousands until 
it numbered almost a million men and 
wemen, The force of civilian em- 
pleyces of the Government in the Dis- 
trict. of Columbia ‘increased from 
about 35,000 to approximately 95,000. 
The forces in navy yards increased’ 
from sbout 20,000 to more than 100,- 
000. end in Government ordnance 
plants from 10,000 to about 50,000. 

During the nineteen months of Am- 
erican participation in the conflict the 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion, Whose duty it was to recruit the 
civil service to meet war needs, exam- 
ined almost a million persons, more 
than 400,000 of whom were appointed. 

The Commission found it necessary 
to advertise extensively to mobilize 
the workers. Three thousand ! ocal 
boards of civil service examiners and 
8,000 postmasters at third-class post 
offices in the smaller towns constantly 
kept the announcements of the Cora- 
mission before their respertive caom- 
munities. More than 6,000,090 pest- 
ers and other printed anuoancer nts 
were distributed and ‘displayed; !an- 
tein slides were throwa non the 
sercens in 16,000 motion-picture the- 
atres; cards were displaye1 in 2&,090 
trolley cars; notices were printed in 
6,000 newspapers and more tha 209 
periodicals; ' posters Were aispiayeu 
upon the bultetin boards of 3,000 1i- 
braries, 1,200 chambers of commerce 
and boards of trade, and in many oth- 
er prominent places in every city in 
the country. Appeals for recruits 
were also printed on the backs of gas 
and electric Hight bills, on letterheads 
of business houses, in theatre pro- 
erams and on weather bureau tulle- 
tins. Thirty motion-picture produe- 
img companizs either pesed special 
pletuves or nttached trailers to films. 
Educational onstitutions rnd nunier- 
ous orgunizations assisted in the
